Menlo Park School District 
In New Bid for Federal Funds 


School District trustees here | 
Tuesday authorized the con- 
duct of a survey which might 
result in a windfall to the dis- 
trict of an estimated $5000. 

The windfall would be in the | 
form of federal money, paid} 
in lieu of taxes, under a law 
designed to protect school dis-| 
tricts in which parents are em- 
ployed on non-taxable land— 
that is, in federal installations 

This means, district Business 
Manager John Richert report- 
ed, that it can be shown 
that three per cent of the dis- 
trict’s pupils are from house- 
holds in which this condition 
exists, the district can get $75 
per pupil in federal money. 

“Some years ago the dis- 
trict qualified for federal aid 
under public law 874 for 
children enrolled whose pa- 

rents were engaged in cer- 

tain types of federal employ- 

ment,” Richert reported, in a 
memo to the board.

Searsville 
Dam Overflows 
During Storm 


Searsville Lake was filled to 
capacity today following an un- 
precedented dam overflow last 
Saturday night during heavy 
rains. It was the first time on 
record that the lake had spill- 
ed over in October and also 
marked the earliest such occur- 
rence during the fall season. 

The last dam overflow occur- | 
red in November, 1949, accord- | 
ing to Mrs. Austin Clapp, Sears- 
ville Park owner. 

Gusts of 50 to 75 miles an 
hour downed a large white oak | 
tree at the entrance to Sears- 
ville Park. The tree, measur- 
ing 28 feet in girth, was esti- 
mated to be 450 years old. 

The dam, which continued to 
overflow Saturday night and 
Sunday morning, left the lake 
in prime condition for hydra- 
plane races to be held on Oct. 
28. About 8.65 inches of rain 
were measured at the lake dur- 
ing the storm. 

In Woodside, where at least 
10 inches were measured, a 
section of Summit Springs that 
collapsed in heavy rains last 
spring was the big question 
mark. But it held, thanks to ad- 
vance drainage construction by 
county engineers. 

Woodside firemen were call- 
ed to aid numerous residents 
whose swimming pools over- 
flowed, inundating property 
around their homes.

In Portola Valley, power was 
cut at the Portola Valley School 
late Sunday when high winds 
stretched and shorted a wire.

As We See It: 


U.S. Government 
Sets Bad Example 


This week, Oct. 14-20, is National Newspaper Week. 
It’s a time when newspapers throughout the United States 
point to themselves and thereby attempt to get their readers 
to re-evaluate their role in the lives of individuals and the 
community. 

It is also a time when they reaffirm their dedication 
to the principles of freedom of the press —a freedom that 
constantly, is threatened. To remain free, your newspapers 
have to be economically strong; to be strong, they have to 
have the active support of advertisers as well as the interest 
of their readers. 

It is surprising, then, to notice that one of the more 
subtle threats to freedom of the press is posed by the United 
States government itself. It comes in the form of the 
“press handout” or “public service notice” that the govern- 
ment hopes newspapers will run for free. 

Regularly, this newspaper receives mimeographed data 
on job openings at bay area shipyards and other federal 
installations, which the government publicist hopes will be 
run, thereby allowing him to recruit over a wide area. 

But when a private employer wants employees, he con- 
tacts a classified advertising salesman and puts his notice 
in a “help wanted” column. 

The federal government is not remiss in sending ready- 
made advertisements to the paper, urging the public to 
“Buy U.S. Savings Bonds.” A worthy plea. But could a 
newspaper remain in business if its publishers extended the 
courtesy of a free ad to private stock and bond houses, in 
the interest of being fair? 

From time to time in this paper, “news stories” about 
job openings at the local postoffice will appear, as news. 
We have to compromise our thinking ii i:; 


i 1 TO F-:use; an 
indication that a local facility’s business is growing, so they 
need more men, is presumably implied. But we know full 
well that if a local grocery store needed more clerks, or a 
local trucking outfit needed more drivers, we’d steer them 
to an advertising salesman. 

It has been said — and the charge has not been denied 
— that there are two and a half times as many “public rela- 
tions men” and government publicists in Washington, as 
there are working newspapermen. 

Newsmen depend on these for a lot of their news — 
though they know full well that no publicist is paid to make 
the boss look stupid, crooked, or mediocre. And the aver- 
age editor will tell you that the reason he has to use the 
“handout” of the public relations man is because his paper 
cannot afford a sufficiently large staff to cover all the bases 
it should. 

But if the government would fire most of its hired pub- 
licits, turn the others into advertising copy writers and 
buy ads in papers with the money saved, the added income 
would make it possible for the papers to hire the erstwhile 
federal public relations men and turn them into newsgath- 
erers who are not under an obligation to make it appear 
that all is sweetness and light in some bureau, department, 
or legislative or administrative enclave. 

Certain types of federal government handouts are 
acceptable as news, through long tradition. Recruiting 
stories for the services certainly are. 

Stories concerning where local men in the service are 
stationed, certainly are “home town” news of the best sort. 
We are happy that the service agencies have set up news 
depots, so this information can be had systematically. 

And the involved stories about new scientific achieve- 
ments and new national gains are genuinely news, and 
should be treated as such. 

But meanwhile, the United States government ought 
to quit trying to palm off some types of “public service” 
notices on the papers. It sets a bad example, and it doesn’t 
support a free press.

We Expect to Hear

There haven't been many mutterings on the subject 
during the past few months, but it can be expected that, 
sooner or later, more talk of acquiring more downtown off- 
street parking will be heard. 

Time was when the first cautious discussions of pur- 
chasing the very first downtown plazas were greeted with 
some curiosity, surprise, and dismay. 

Calamity howlers declared that the city would never be 
able to support them; that there would never be enough 
business to make them necessary; that motorists wouldn't 
use them because they were all “impulse buyers” who liked 
to stop and buy what they saw in store windows as they 
went past. There were a host of other arguments which 
escape us at the moment. 

But that first parking plaza proved to be a success. It 
paid for itself, in the minds of those who participated in 
the assessment district formed to buy the land and pave 
it. Other assessment districts were formed in the following 
years. 

At the present time, it can be observed, the downtown 
parking plazas continue to handle growing volumes of 
business. Time limits have be enforced on some parts of 
them. 

The downtown area isn’t becoming less prosperous, 
either; more people are being employed-in the stores and 
these, among others, form a growing cadre of customers on 
which the commercial community draws. 

The present downtown plazas have proven their value. 

New parking plazas may or may not be called for at 
this time, but we feel sure that, sooner or later, the talk 
will resume.

Tax Rates Vary 
In the County

The big job of getting some 
155,000 county tax bills into 
th mails is under way at the tax 
collector’s office. Current tax- 
es will be due on Nov. 1 and 
will become delinquent (the 
first installment) on Dec. 10. 


San Mateo county has a mul 
titude of tax rates — all high- 
as does every county, thanks to 
the special districts. The rates 
covering everything vary from 
just under $7 per $100 in prop- 
erty assessments to a whop- 
ping $21.74 in a section of 
the Woodside area where a 
special district runs up to $8.02 

The small Tunis district has 
a water charge of $14.31 to top 
the levy for all districts 

Redwood City has a combin- 
ed tax charge of $9.02 to $10.26, 
but this is deceiving in compar- 
ing rates with other cities. This 
city does its own assessing and 
uses its own ratio of setting 
values for tax purposes 

While the county uses be- 
tween 22 and 25 per cent of 
market value, the city uses 
about 50 per cent and the Gov- 
ernmental Research Council 
sets the figure at 190 per cent 
of the county figure. 

San Mateo also does its 
own assessing, according to 
the Research Council which 
sets the formula at 206 per 
cent in comparison with 
county assessing. 

Menlo Park, which has a tax 
rate of only 79 cents has a total 
rate of between $8.27 and 
$10.50. There the rate goes up 
because of special levies for 
fire protection (66 cents); san- 
itary (38 cents), and lighting 
(23 cents). San Carlos has a 
city rate of only 89 cents, with 
the total tax varying between 
$7.97 and $9.54, with no special 
districts 

No matter where you live, 
the school costs take up more 
than half of the entire tax 
bill. Redwood City will pay 
$2.86 per $100 for the ele- 
mentary schools. 

Menlo Park $2.37 and San 
Carlos $2.59. Add to this the 
$2.03 for the Sequoia Union 
High School District, plus 45 
cents for the junior college 
and you have close to $6. The 
Sequoia Hospital tax drops this 
year from 29 to 17 cents. San 
Carlos, Menlo Park, Pacifica 
and other areas which have a 
county library will pay a tax 
of 16 cents per $100 

Actually the county rate of 
$1.61 is a cent lower than last 
year, but certain areas will 
feel the pain of increased as 
sessments. The county asses- 
sor’s office is currently work- 
ing on sections in San Carlos, 
but these figures (up or down) 
will not show up until next 
year. Some of the business 
property in Redwood City is be- 
ing assessed downward, believe 
it or not 

In looking over the report 
of the Governmental Re- 
search Council, it is easy to 
see that the board of super- 
visors has control over only a 
small part of the county rate. 

Outside of the $1.61 basic 
rate, there is a special tax esti 
mated at 11 cents to cover the 
loss of state school monies be- 
cause of low assessing; one 
cent for the air pollution dis- 
trict; two cents for mosquito 
abatement and in some areas 
two cents soil conservation 
The four cents levied by the 
County Harbor Commission is 
countywide but the rate is set 
by the commission, not the su- 
pervisors 

Special police, sanitation, 
drainage, lighting, sewer, fire, 
water and recreation make up 
the many special districts 
which have the power to set 
their own rates 

We often hear that the cost 
of county government has 
climbed year by year at an 
alarming rate, and possibly it 
has. It is hard to believe but 
the basic county rate has gone 
down for four straight years 

The argument is quickly 
heard that assessments have 
gone up more than make up 
for any rate reductions 

We ask the question: If the 
ounty can lower its rate 
thanks to higher assessments, 
why do school districts contin 
ie to raise rates with higher 
assessments? Both are fight- 

i to meet the demands of a 
growing population; but basical 
ly the county is doing a much 
better job than are the school 
districts 

It hasn’t been too many 
years ago when the Peninsu- 
la had a big advantage over 
San Francisco in tax bills. 
Even the big increase in the 
city this year does not come 
up to the average rate of 
about $10 in thic county, con- 
sidering all services. 


On top of this the county as- 
sessors’ office must soon get 
the formula up to 25 per cent 
of the market value or we will 


continue to have the special 
schools tax. The county must 
adjust its rates down in cases 
where the State Board of Eq- 
ualization steps in to raise as- 
sessments. School districts are 
not bound by this ruling. 

Smile when you get your 
1962-63 tax bills. The break- 
down will be interesting if you 
take the time to stndy the fig- 
ures 


30 Years Ago: 


Hot Lunch 
Program at 
Schools Here 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 30 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community, 


October 21, 1932: 


Between 70 and 80 pupils in 
the Central school in this city 
are served daily with hot lunch- 
es, according to a report made 
to the Menlo Park Parent 
Teacher Association unit at its 
regular meeting this week.

Among 
the articles needed are an egg- 
beater, saucers, spoons, small 
plates, jelly molds, and a long 
flat drip pan. 

Mothers willing to give one 
or more cans of apple sauce 
will fill a need, according to 
Mrs. F. C. Beach, who has 
charge of the lunch project. 

Three district chairmen were 
present at the meeting this 
week. They were Mrs. George 
Davis, child welfare; Miss Vic- 
toria Roussel, art, and Mrs. W. 
R. Dunn, music. The latter led 
the members in community 
singing. 

Fire Chief Thomas F. Cuff 
of Menlo Park talked on fire 
prevention. A petition asking 
for the formation of a Menlo 
Park chapter of the American 
Red Cross was presented by 
Mrs. F. R. Stowe. New mem- 
bers were introduced. 


At CSM 
Shows Gains 


Gross enrollment this fall in 
the day division of College of 
San Mateo was 4533 students, 
almost exactly the figure pre- 
dicted a year ago in the district 
master plan. 

The registration figure, indi- 
eating a growth of 4 per cent 
over that of the fall semester, 
1961, was reported by Super- 
intendent Julio L. Bortolazzo 
at the regular meeting late last 
month of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the San Mateo Junior 
College District. 

Prepared by Registrar Her-

Walston, 20, joined the Navy 
immediately after graduation 
from Menlo - Atherton High 
School in June, 1960.

dialing itself remains the same. 


The country’s growing population is the reason for all-numeral phone numbers. 
As more and more families get telephones, usable letter combinations for pre- 
fix names are used up. Going to an all-numeral system throughout the nation 
will help make enough phone numbers available to keep up with this growth. 


All Number Calling will help prevent wrong numbers caused by mistaken 
spelling, such as ‘‘Cl” instead of “CY” for CYpress. It also eliminates the 
confusion between the letter “0” and the numeral ‘‘0” and the letter “I” and 
the numeral ‘‘1.” When all telephone numbers throughout the country are all 
numerals, the letters can be removed from the dial, making dials easier to 
read and use. 


The switch to this universal type of numbering is taking place gradually. 
Anyone getting service for the first time, moving to a new address or getting 
a new phone number in the area served by the Palo Alto and Mountain View 
Directories is now being given an all-numeral number. All other numbers 
will be converted during the next few months. During this conversion, Infor- 
mation Operators will give out some numbers with numerals and others with 
letters. By the end of January everyone will have received a new number card 
for the telephone dial. This card will show the all-numeral phone number. (The 
area code shown is only for people calling you from outside your area.)
